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Dr. William Williams Henderson (1879-1944) 


It is with a distinct note of sadness 
that we reeord the death, on October 31, 
O84) of Dr. WW. Henderson, head of 
the Department of Zoology and Entomol- 
oev at titih State .\gricultural College, 
Logan, Utah. Utah academic foll and 
scientists have lost a wise counselor, a 


sought after companion, and a most capa- 
ble teacher. [or forty vears he was ex- 
tremely popular as a teacher, and students 
at the Brigham Young College and Utab 
State .\ericultural College sought his 
counsel and guidance. Ile gave freely of 
his time and energy in service to his 
fellow men. His kindly spirit motivated 
for gocd the lives of all lis associates. 
May his spirit abide in the lives of those 
on Whom he spent tt. 

Dr. Henderson was born May 23, 1879 
at Clarkston, Cache County, Utah, a son 
of James and Mary Watkins Willams 
Ifenderson. He attended the Cache Coun- 
ty schools and was graduated from the 
Brigham Young College at Logan in 1903 
with a bachelor’s degree. He _ received 
his master’s degree from Cornell Univer- 
sity two years later. 
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He taught at the Brigham Young 
College until 1909 when he was appointed 
President of the Weber Academy at Ogden (now the Weber Junior College) 
where he served until 1913 at which time he became a member of the Utah State 
Agricultural College faculty. In 1919 Dr. Henderson was honored by being named 
President of the Brigham Young College where he remained until 1926 when he 
rejoined the Utah State College faculty. 

In 1925 Dr. Henderson received his doctor of philosophy degree in Ento- 
mology from the University of California. In 1928 he played a major role in 
the founding of the Logan Latter-day Saint Institute where he served as first 
Director and teacher for one year. 

Dr. Ilenderson married Survina Wheeler at Logan on June 26, 1901; to them 
were born two sons and seven daughters. Mrs. Henderson, all of their children 
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and six brothers and sisters survive him. 

As an Entomologist, Dr. Henderson was well trained, careful and accurate 
in dealing with research problems and always reluctant to publish his findings un- 
til they were thoroughly verified through field and laboratory study. Because of 
his conseientiousness and ability as a teacher, much of his time was consumed in 
preparation for class work. As a result his researeh work and pubhshing was 
ereatly neglected.
